Of this about 
eighty gallons are bought by the Infant Aid 
Society, and with the remainder, apart from 
what is consumed on the farm, a retail trade 
is being built up. 

The equipment of the dairy is entirely up- 
to-date, and the utmost care 1s taken to avoid 
any contamination of the milk. The cows are 
washed thoroughly before the milking, which 
is done by machines.

Srr,—I observe that you have taken some 
pee editorially in the controversy between 

r. Frank Dermot, T.D., and yarious 
members of the United Ireland Party regard- 
ing our Government’s handling of the 
Abyssinian crisis at Geneva, Mr. MacDermet 
has now resigned, and his resignation haa 


I very much regret his resignation, as I think 
he is completely in the right ‘in this matter. 

Mr. de Valera’s action at Geneva shoul! 
not have caused any such split or retirement, 
The opinion of Mr. Cosgrave and others that 
a dierent course should have been adopted, 
and that of Mr. MacDermot that Mr. de 
Valera was right, are, to my, mind, rather 
unimportant, as the Opposition have neither 
responsibility for, nor control of, the actions 
of the Government; their duty, if any, being 
limited to the support of the Irish Govern- 
ment for the time being im foreign affairs, if 
at all possible. It is a great pity that a 
difference of opinion’ on such a matter shoula 
he the cause of another split in the party, 
which, 1 was under the impression, was ruled 
democratically, and not autocratically. As 
no other reasons for the withdrawal of M:. 
MacDermot have been given by either side, 
we are entitled to park tay that this unin- 
portant question of opinion is considered 
sufficient to bring about the resignation ol 
one of the leaders of the party. 

From reading the speeches of several of the 


leaders of the party, and from the 
action of the Executive in  accept- 
ing Mr. MacDermot’s resignation, I 


infer that they consider that Mr. de Valera 
should have made a bargain with England 
on our dispute before recording his vote on 
the Abyssinian question; and, further, if 
that opinion, thus expressed, is to escape the 
cnarge of being merely destructive and irre- 
sponsible, that they would have taken that 
course had they been in power, and would 
take that course if returned to power. 

Let me examine where this leada us. If | 
remember rightly, Mr, Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment lost no time about joining the League 
as soon as it was formed, and our represeuta- 
tives have attended its meetings regularly 
ever since, whatever Government was in 
power; also we have a permanent representa- 
tive at Geneva. I think the money thus 
spent has been far better justified than that 
om all, or nearly all, our foreign diplomatic 
relations. Membership of the League asserts 
our separate nationality, is in the cause of 
peace, and broadens our outlook. 

The League of Nations, of which our coun- 
try 18 a member, has certain objects and 
rules, to which as a member we subscribe, 
and our representatives are surely bound in 
honour to carry out those objects and rules, 
and vote for the carrying out of them, quite 
irrespective of what countries are on the same 
side. If our representatives invariably 
opposed the proposals of another member of 
the League, would not. that be as futile and 
slavish as if they invariably concurred in 
them? . It is time we decided matters, whether 
national or international, undeterred by the 
hogey of England. The attitude of the other 
small nations in this crisis is very significant. 
For my part, I am no supporter of Mr. 
de Valera’s policy, either in domestic affairs 
or in our relations with England or Northern 
Ireland, That policy seems to me to be 
chiefly dictated by what I call the “ England 
bogey.”” But I fear that the United Ireland 
Party s policy is largely dictated by the *‘ De 
Valera bogey.” Both policies seem to me 
equally unconstructive. We ought to give 
our opponents their due, and commend them 
when they should be commended, remember- 
ing that they are brother-Irishmen, and that 
whatever our internal tréubles, we should try 
in foreign affairs to present a united front to 
the world, And in my opinion Mr. de 
Valera’s action at Geneva in supporting the 
League, with all the consequences of that 
action, was the only one in conformity with 
wisdom, patriotiXn and honour. Nor can I 
imagine any less suitable time or place to 
bring our dispute to the notice of the English, 
and even to intimate that our vote on a 
League matter would be influenced by their 
attitude to such pourparlers; a truly un- 
worthy course. 3 
If Mr. de Valera had been capable of 
stooping to such a «ourse, which I am per- 
fectly sure he would not, he would, in all 
probability, have incurred a severe snub from 
Mr. Eden. who would have intimated that 
there was nothing doing for at least four 
reasons, viz. -— 

1. He. Mr. Eden, was in charge of League 
affairs only. 

2. That as he had his hands full with 
these, he had no time for acting as an 
intermediary with the proper British 
Minister 

3. That no bargaining was possible with 
such a leverage as the Free State repre- 
sentive could only vote one way in face 
of the facts. 

4. That in any case, he would not be a 
party to securing a vote in that manner, 

And he probably wonld have added that 

London was nearer to Dublin than Geneva 

was, and was the proper venue for such 

pour parlers. 

Now I ask any fair-minded person what 

would happen to Mr .de Valera as soon as 

it became known that he had attempted such 

a bargain, and failed, ag fail he certainly 

would? Does anyone imagine (including him- 

self) that Mr. Cosgrave would have attempted 
such a bargain, had he been in power? Had 
either of them acted thus, their political 
annihilation would have quickly followed, as 
no nation wants representatives without 
either honour or success. Nor would Mr. 

Eden have escaped a like odium, 

For these reasons it astonishes me that 

the United Ireland Party should find fault 

with Mr. de Valera for following a policy 
they would surely have tollowed themselves,

Sia,—Hostilities having broken out between 
Italy and Abyssinia, the International Red 
Cross Committee at Geneva has addressed a 
letter to the British Red Cross Society, in 
common with all other National Red Cross 
Societies, appealing for assistance in the work 
of providing for the relief of the sick and 
wounded of the combatant armies. 

The International Red Cross Committee has 
received a message from the Ethiopian Red 
Cross, in which they urgently call for finan- 
cial and material help. No communication 
has vet been vacua’ by the International 
Red Cross Committee from the Italian Red 
Cross, 

The appeal which appeared yesterday over 
the names of the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Mr. Lansbury, Lord Lothian, and Lord 
Lugard, mentions the British Ambulance Ser- 
vice in Ethiopia as one of the channels 
through which such help may be given. The 
British Ambulance Service in Ethiopia was 
formed with the knowledge and approval of 
the British Red Cross Society, which desires 
to give it every possible assistance. 

We know from many sources how great 
is the terrible suffering already caused by 
the war, and how seriously deficient is the 
supply of all material necessary for the relief 
of the disabled and sick. The agonies of our 
own wounded in the Great War are still 
had the benefit of every kind means for the 
alleviation of suffering. 

The. British, Red Cross Society, therefore, 
appeals to all who desire to mitigate the pain 
and suffering of the sick and woun to 
provide the means whereby relief can be sent 
at once.

DEFENDANT’S CASE 

Mrs. Hannah Daly, the defendant, stated 
that a certain lady came to her, and they 
had a conversation about taking a baby. As 
a result she went to the Board of Assistance, 
where she told the Clerk that she wished to 
have the reception of a baby registered, 
though at the time she had not the baby 
in her care. She signed a form which he 
filled in, She subsequently again met the 
lady, who was introduced to her by a Mrs. 
Banks. She asked the witness to take the 
baby, and told her she would give her £30 
The lady said that it would only be until she 
got home Witness told her that she wanted 
the baby for life, and could not take that 
chance. On the 27th of August she went to 
the Union to cancel the form, as she did not 
think she was going to get the baby. Two 
days later the lady came to her house, where 
it was arranged she should take the baby. 
It was small and thin, and when it did not 
improve she brought it to Dr. Falvey on 
September 2nd, and as a result of his advice 
she sought the child’s mother at the Regina 
Coeli,. but could not find her. She then 
brought the child to the Union Hospital. The 
Board of Assistance demanded £14, as it 
was the child’s money, She had bought a 
pram. for £1. 

Witness said that she gave 3s, lid. for a 
rug, la . for a coat, paid the doctor's 
fees and gave 10s. to the woman who got 
her the baby Witness had never adasase a 
child. before and did not understand what 
baby farming meant. She did not know the 
regulations governing the adoption of babies 
and had never been in court before. 


FORGOT TO REGISTER 
In cross-examination, she said that she 
went to the Regina Celi and saw the mother 
of the ebild, and there it was arranged for 
her to get the child and £30. She said that 
the mother of the child later withdrew that 
offer, but that subsequently she got £30 and 
did not register the child. She had forgotten 
to do so. 
When asked by Mr. Greene why she handed 
£14 to the Union, witness said that she did 
so because it was demanded of her. It was 
the child’s money and not hers. 
Mr. Greene said that if ever there was a 
case of baby farming—taking a young life 
for profit and spending the money on one’s 
own family it was this óne. He did not think 
that fines would bring home to persons the 
seriousness of this matter, 
Mr. McCarthy said that Dr. Falvey had 
written that, from his knowledge of the de- 
ferdant, he believed the condition of the baby 
was not in any way due to the fact that it had 
been in defendant’s custody. The offence, 
Mr. McCarthy submitted, was only technical,

The Will to Peace 


The observation that it is a far cry 
from Ireland to Abyssinia has become 
well worn since the designs of Italy drew 
all eyes upon that remote country. Yet, 
trite as it is, it offers still the clue to all 
who would see present events in their true 
perspective. The interest of a people 
in affairs abroad is not limited by 
geographical distance. Separated as we 
are by half the world from Japan, we 
could not afford to ignore the doings of 
that country if it were to reveal bellicose 
designs upon the civilisation of the West. 
From Dublin to Dessie, however, is a 
farther cry than from Dublin to Tokyo. 
In nornal times there is scarcely a country 
on the face of the globe in which the 
ordinary man is more profoundly un- 
interested than in the land of the Negus. 
That country to-day fills the thoughts of 
every passer-by in Dublin, and half an 
hour’s eavesdropping upon the casual con- 
versation of the streets is enough, to 
indicate beyond doubt the direction of 
popular sympathy in the dispute in which 
it is involved. Men who a month ago had 
never heard of Addis Ababa will be seen 
flushed with gratification at the report of 
a massacre of Italians. We print to-day a 
reference to the hostile reception accorded 
in London cinemas to films showing 
Italian leaders and soldiers, and similar 
manifestations of feeling have occurred in 
Dublin also. Still more remarkable is 
the outburst of sympathy for Abyssinia 
with which cinema-goers in Germany, where 
every evidence of partisanship is banned 
from the newspapers, have greeted one of 
these films. In this dominating attitude 
of mind we may judge, surely, the 
extent to which the imagination of Europe 
has been captured by the principle of 
collective security, new as it is in our 
history.

Nearly everybody who has been studying 
the situation in Canada expected that Mr. 
Bennett’s Conservative Government would 
lose seats in the general election that has 
just been held. Five years of power is 
likely to weaken the popularity of any 
Government, especially if those years 
coincide with a time of deep industrial 
depression. Few people, however, can 
have imagined that the landslide would 
be so complete. According to the latest 
results, the Conservative Party has lost at 
least 92 seats—its total has been reduced 
from 133-to 4l—and eleven members of 
the former Cabinet have been defeated at 
the polls. A Liberal Government is now 
assured, and, indeed, the likelihood of a 
change became very strong almost as soon 
as the first results began to be announced 
yesterday. In the Maritime Provinces, 
where polling took place earlier than else- 
where, the Liberals won 25 out of the 26 
seats, and the success was followed up 
shortly afterwards by equally convincing 
gains in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and 
the Central Provinces.

doctrines, broadcast from the Prophetic 
Bible Institute at Calgary by the energetic 
Mr. Aberhart, seemed to threaten both 
main parties.

Cost of Living 


One of these days some public benefactor 
will earn world-wide gratitude when he 
succaeds in getting to the bottom of that 
elusive expression, “the cost of living.’

So much valuable work for Irish music 
has been done by the Feis Ceoil that any 
sign of a slackening in public support of 
it would be most unfortunate.

| year’s working, but, luckily, it seems that 


the decline is not a symptom any 
permanent neglect. The Dublin tramway 
strike, which had such bad effects on trade 
throughout the whole city, coincided with 
the holding of the Feis, and a fall in the 
attendance figures was the natural result.

Declaring that ‘the obsolete blood- 
stained instrument ” of war cannot cure 
the world’s economic ills, Mr. Cordell 
Hull, United States Secretary of State. 
to-day advocated a three-fold international 
.effort for peace and prosperity. 

In a broadcast speech Mr. Hul! declared 
that decline in international trade causes 
a sense of strain which “ disposes people 
to listen to leaders who talk in terms of 
war and make them dream of a destiny 
less difficult and more rewarding than 
their hard struggle to win a livelihood 
War cannot achieve this resuit. For a 
short time for some sections of a people it 
might appear as though it could, but 
nothing is clearer than that a conflict 
leaves behind it the seeds of a future con- 
flict, and the general outcome is that the 
hopes of many are silenced for ever in the 
mud of a battlefield and the hopes of the 
rest are turned into a miserable struggle 
against the rnin wrought by war.” 

To maintain peace, Mr. Hull argued, 
‘some mastery over the causes of conflict 
is required, a mastery only to be obtained 
by simultaneous action in many 
countries.’’

HOLY CITY CAPITULATES 
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HE resumption of operations - in 
Abyssinia appears to be imminent,

The Italian troops made their formal 
entry into Aksum at 7.15 yesterday morn- 
ing. " Headed by General Maravigna, the 
Second Army Corps marched into the 


famous city in whose cathedral, according 
to legend, are preserved the tables of the 
law given to Moses on Mount Sinai. 


CIVILISING MISSION 


Afterwards the Abuna, or bishop, accord- 
ing to a Rome message, made this declara- 
tion to General de Bono. 

“ \We know that civilisaticn has always 
been spread from Rome as far as our 
Church and our religion are concerned. It 
is the mission. of Rome to dominate a 
mission that derives from the goodness and 
strength of her ideals.’ 

The submission of the clergy at Aksum 
is interpreted as being a revolt against 
the despotism of Addis Ababa, which, 
ever since the Ethiopian Emperors began 
to be crowned in the cathedral, has been in 
conflict with the heads of Ethiopian 
Christianity, says the correspondent of the 
Giornale d'Italia from Adowa. 

The tanks and armoured cars of the 
Italians have bewildered the Abyssinians 
no less than their aeroplanes. Reports 
from Makale, in the north, state that 
several tanks and armoured cars were 
used in the advance across the plain 
between Hauzien and Adowa. It is not se 
much their armament and weird construc- 
tion which astounded the tribesmen, but 
the speed at whieh they cover the rough 
tracks and climb over obstacles. Ras 
Seyoum’s vanguards are beginning to doubt 
their own assct of mobility, and a-e avoid- 
ing action. 


THE REAL FIGHT 


It is anticipated in Addis Ababa that 
the Abyssinians, who have been gradually 
retiring to the interior from Adowa, will 
put up their first real resistance against 
the invaders in the hilly country to the 
north-west and north-east of Makale. . 

The constant arrival in the capital of 
hordes of tribesmen from the interior is 
creating a serious problem.

SALVED COPPER FOR ITALY 


The Irish Free State may have to be 
among the first countries to enforce 
sanctions against Italy, says a message to 
The Times from Cork. The circumstances 
are as follow :— 

There are a number of Italian salvage 
ships at work off the South of Ireland, 
including the Artiglio, which recovered the 
greater part of the gold from the Egypt. 
She and her sister ships, which are owned 
by a company in Genoa, have been 
attempting to recover cargoes of copper 
from vessels sunk during the War. The 
Arpione, working off the Old. Head of 
Kinsale, has been the most successful of 
these vessels, and since she came to Irish 
waters 18 months ago has recovered over 
5,000 toms of copper from two wrecks, 
those of the Spectator and the Ludgate. 
The Artiglio is working on the wreck of 
the Lincolnshire. 

Some of the wrecks are in Free State 
territorial waters. In any event, whef 
copper is raised by the divers in any quan- 
tity it has to be landed in the Free State 
because the salvage ships are very small 
and all their available space is given up 
to machinery, even the men’s quarters 
being very cramped. Copper is one of the 
most essential of war materials, and the 
question arises: Will the Free State seize 
the copper landed by the Italians for ship- 
ment, or will they prevent the salvage 
boats operating in Free State territorial 
waters? 

The Free State has no navy, but has 
one slow boat armed with a Sin. gun. 
This vessel does fishery patrol work, tends 
lightships and lighthouses, and watches 


for smugglers.

Although a launching has been a fairly 
frequent occurrence in Belfast during the 
last year or so, he said, to-day’s event will 
be recognised by all as being unique. It 
is true that as far back as 1873, and again 
in 1887, we built the hulls of com- 
paratively small gunboats, and at a later 
date constructed sets of machinery for 
other larger vessels of the line; but the 
cruises that has been launched to-day is 
the first warship to be built here since the 
Great War, and is, in fact, the first com- 
plete warship to be built in Belfast, ex- 
cept under the stress of war.

THE NEW CRUISER 


The Penelope’s keel was laid by the 
Duke of Gloucester in May, 1934, and it is 
expected that she will be completed by the 
end of 1936. A light cruiser of the 
Arethusa class, she will have a standard 
displacement of 5,200 tons, her dimensions 
being 500 feet long by 51 feet beam. Her 
turbine machinery, of 64,000 horse-power, 
will give her a speed of thirty-two and a 
quarter knots. In addition to her arma- 
ment of six 6-inch guns, together with 
4-inch ‘‘H.A.” (anti-aircraft) guns, 
machine guns, etc., she has been built to 
carry a seaplane, which can be launched 
from a catapult.

Speaking at the luncheon after the 
launch, Rear-Admiral St. Aubyn B. Wake, 
C.B., said that he had been asked by the 
First Sea Lord of the Admiralty (Sir 
Ernle Chatfield) to express his very deep 
regret at not being present. He was to 
have come, but had not been able to do 
so for various reasons.

Penelopes 
in the Navy, and he had no eoubt that 
the Penelope launched that day, should 
the necessity arise, would follow the fine 
traditions of her forbears, and if 
necessary excel them.

Harland and 
Wolff. He had no doubt in his own mind 
that the ship would come up to expecta- 
tions. As Director of Naval Equipment 
he would take more than ordinary interest 
in her. 

If our Navy is still our last line of 
defence—and I am inclined to think a 
good many people believe so—surely if 
ought to be brought up to date, he said. 

The intereet of the Admiralty in the 
country is that the great shipbuilding . 
firms will remain in being, and they 
cannot possibly do so without work. 
Should our aged Navy be rebuilt—and 
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those who saw the naval review will appre- 
ciate what I mean when I say a wt 
1 hope it will, I hope personally that 
Messrs. Harland and Wolf s will come well 
into the picture. 

It was the Admiralty’s policy, he added, 
to spread orders so as to give a fair share 
of work to the various ports of the British 
Isles. It must be their aim and object to 
do this in order to get the greatest 
efficiency in the building and equipping of 
ships at the lowest cost. 

The Lord Mayor proposed the toast of

Mr. Rebbeck presented to the Duchess 
of Abercorn as a souvenir a bracelet of 
twenty-six flags, each representing a letter 
in the International Code.

In the Northern Treland. Parliament to-day,

He suggested that Northern Ireland should 
take-its courage in its hands and state when 
Part 2 of the Act would come into opera- 
tion. If théy fixed 1st November as the date, 
he waa suté that it would meet with the 
approval’ of the whole House and would be 
sympathetically considered at Westminster. 
TheeBeliast. Corporation, he said, had borne 
a heavy responsibility in regard to unem- 
ployment, and should receive more sym- 
pathetic treatment irom the Government in 
regard to grants. 

Major Hall-Thomson (Unionist) hoped that 
the Minister of Labour would not be induced 
by anything said from the Opposition benches 
to get out of step with Great Britain in refer- 
ence to unemployment legislation, or to jn- 
terfere with the re-insurance agreement be- 
tween both areas.

' “I do think sometimes it would be a 
good thing if we clergy would apply our- 
selves for a while to looking after those 
members of the Church of Ireland who never 
enter our churches at all; these are especially 
numerous in the cities. I know myself that 
the temptation is to look after t who 
are regular attenders, and to neglect those 
who have drifted away.” . 

In introducing the special speaker, the 
Rev. Guy Rogers, of Birmingham, the chair- 
mam said that’ this distinguished member 
‘of. the Church of England was, not ‘‘made 
in Birmingham ” he was made in Ireland, 
and was a notable graduate of Trinity 
College, Dublin. 


ACTIVE SERVICE 


Canon Rogers, in his address, said :—! 
like a progressive and dynamic conception 
of the Church, I think of it as an army 
on the march. Each member of the army 
must take a really potent, vital part im the 
Church’s crusade, giving, as it were, active 
service. 

“We have too often, I think, encouraged 
the laity to hand over their spiritual functions 
to the clergy. In the Church of England to- 
day we are trying to remedy that. We had 
made the laity gradually dumb and had not 
encouraged them to speak and preach in 
church; as on occasions they might well do. 
We have neglected the ministry of women, 
and there is a sharp cleavage in some quarters 
because the sex distinction has been pressed 
too far. It always seems to me an appalling 
business to find, as frequently happens, a 
young curate who is taking a Mother’s Union 
prayer being stuck in the middle of it. There 
are women who have long been devoted to 
the cause of God, and who, if properly 
trained in the use of the liturgy, could lead 
women in worship and prayer. 

“God wants every Christian to he an 
absolutely efficient worker or soldier or sailor 
for Him. He has no use for inefficiency, but 
He has infinite resources at His command; 
to be called by God is to be enabled. It is 
our duty, everyone of us, to secure these 
resources of God und share them with those 
who are in need. ‘There ure so many people 
in nesd! It is the young people very often 
who are suffering, in different ways, from a 
sense of defeat, of disappointment in love, of 
frustration. Think of the frustration and dis. 
appointment of the million girls who. cannot 
finds husbands, as they should in the natural 
course of events. There are others. whose lives 
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Many a time I have discovered that I have just 
missed a chance of helping someone, 
I had not seen behind the mask.

DEPUTATION OF WOMEN 


AT CITY HALL

OMPLAINT was made to the Lord 

Mayor of Dublin (Alderman A. Byrne) 

—“ yesterday, that since the beginning of 

the month persons with families who had 
been receiving weekly sums of about 14s. 6d. 
as unemployment assistance, are worse off by 
da. or 5s, a week under the new regulations, 
and that they fear the hardships of the 
winter months. 
Mrs, Fitzsimons, of the Dublin Board of 
Assistance, was present. The case was put 
by Messrs. Thomas O'Connor and Charles 
Buckley, of the Trish Workers’ Unemployed 
Movement, who said that they had ap- 
ched the Lord Mayor to ask him to draw 
attention to the consequences of the recent 
teductions aid through the Labour 
Exchange under the Unemployment Assist- 
ance (Amendment) Act. Since the beginning 
of the month assistance money had n re- 
duced by 1s. a week in some cases, and in 
others by 2s. a week. 

Mr. O'Connor said that in his own case he 
had suffered a reduction of ls. in assistance 
money. and was now only allowed 5ib. of 
beef, instead of 6lb. as formerly, and that 
for the 5lb. of meat he had to pay 10d. out 
of his assistance money. These reductions 


rand extra costs meant the loss of about 


2s. 6d. weekly. In addition to that, owing 
to the higher cost of living there was a 
further loss of value. amounting to from 
Os to 3s. a week. This was due to the fact 
that the price of bread had gone up. Tea 
had gone up 4d. a 1b., and sugar was up 
1d., while milk and coal were both dearer. 
Roots were not as cheap as they used to be, 
dnd the rent left little to live on out of 
13s. 6d. a week. 

Mr. Buckley instanced a case where a 
man’s child died in hosvital of diphtheria, 
and the father was absolutely without the 
means to bury the body until some friends 
came to his aid. | 

Mrs. Fitzsimons said that she was aware 
of similar cases, and that she had come to 
the Lord Mayor to ask him if it was possible 
to devise means of raising money for a 
Blanket Fund. There were innumerable 
cases of poor people who, in the summer 
time had pawned their blankets, as they had 
little use for them, and they were now facing 
the winter without the means to redeem 


them. | : 

The deputation said that the Minister and — 
the Board of Assistance had refused to re- 
ceive them. The only place opened to them 
was the Mansion House. Thev asked the 
Lord, Mayor to urge upon the City Manager 
and on the Government the pressing need 
forthe immediate starting of a relief 
scheme.
